Speaking last night in Cork, Mr. Cathal 
Brugha, M.P., said all of them who 
had money to spare would have to invest more 
of it in Irish industries, They were starting 
what would be the equivalent of a Sto¢k Ex- 
meee themselves, all Irish industries, great or 
emall, being quoted.

£100,000,000 lying on deposit in Irish banke, and 
they intended to make use of it.

They could offer to make a bargain with one of 
the banks, and if it refused they would etart 
a bank of their own.

VIEWS OF SMALL STATES. 
—$ : 
THE COERCIVE PROVISIONS. 


F- ‘ 
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PURELY DEFENSIVE 4LLIANCES 
ALLOWABLE. 


Writing from Paris on Saturday, the Press 
Association’s Special Correspondent says :—The 
most important event of the day was the 
second meeting of the League of Nations Com- 
mittee, which concluded its examination of the 
final articles of the Covenant drawn up by the 
Peace Conference. There was a discussion 
lasting over two hours on Article 16, which 
provides for the coercive, military, economic, 
and other measures which those States which 
are members of the League are to employ 
against any State that breaks away from it. 
Several interesting observations were made on 
this subject. The Norwegian Minister in Paris, 
M. Wedel Jarisberg, took, as he did also yester- 
day, a particularly active part in the delibera- 
tions. He demanded that the moment when a 
member of the League should be deemed to 
have broken its pledge should be decided by a 
special International Act.” ‘The Minister also 
indicated the coercive measures which would 
be made use of in such event. Article 16 of 
the Covenant provides that if a State which 1s 
a member of the League has recourse to armed 
force without submitting its differences with 
another Power, to the Executive Council of the 
League, or awaiting the decision of the latter, 
such State shall, iyso facto, be considered to 
have committed an act of war involving a 
rupture with the other States. 

The Norwegian Minister further declared that 
military measures. should not be made use Ol 
before it had been proved, or was manifest, 
desibed reeul measures would not lead to the 


desired result. . . 
Lórd Kobert Cecil explained that Article 16 


did not necessarily require the use of armed 


force, but that the Jatter might be indispens- 
able for completing the economic measures 
which were sometimes insufficient. In reply 
to a question by M. Munch (Denmark), Lord 
Robert Cecil stated that he could. not, say be- 
forehand in what cases military coercion and in 
what cases economic coercion would be applied, 
but that cases like that would have to be €x- 
amined when the time came. 


‘he Morwegian representative proposed the | 


following amendment:—‘“‘ Small States shall 
not be bound to take part in measures of 4 
military nature against States which are not 
members of the League.” 

Lord Robert Cecil replied that, in his view, 
small Powers would only be bound to take 
economic measures against States at war with 
the League, but that they would be exempted 
from military intervention, though they must 
srant a passage through their territories to the 
fewest of the other contracting States which 
were being employed against the rebel State. 

M. Wedel Jarlsberg expressed the wish that 
small States should be able to organise their 
armies essentially with a view to their own 
defence. Lord Robert Cecil assured him that 
the League of Nations Commission was agreed 
on the principle here involved, for Article 8 of 
the Covenant provided for the reduction o! 
armaments to a minimum, due account being 
taken of the geographical position of each 
country, and of the circumstances of individual 
Caoes. ; 
DANISH AND SWISS CLAIMS. 

The Danish and Swiss delegations raised the 
question of the permanent neutrality of their 
two countries, Sweden basing her claim on

| Switzerland’s 100 years of neutrality, and on 


the fact that the country is made up of four 
nationalities, while the Danes emphasised the 
ographical position of Denmark. 

Lord Robert Cecil asked the Danish dele- 
gates whether they intended not to take their 
share in the Economic Conference measures, or 
to admit the transit of troops sent against a 
rebel State, or whether they only refused to 
take part in military measures. -_ : 

M. Munch replied that in his view it was 
only a question of not co-operating in military 
measures, and also of not allowing the passage 
of armed forces through Danish territories. — 

M. Leon Bourgeois pointed out that adhesion 
to the League of Nations was in contradiction

Jonkheer van Louden, former Dutch Premier, 
asked whether by article defensive and 
offensive alliances were prohibited. 

In reply, M. Venezelos made an important 
declaration. le said that, side by side with 
the Leacue of Nations, whith demands unani- 
mity of the contracting States, there is room 
in the organisation of the world of to-morrow 
for purely defensive alliances. 

& discussion was then begun on Article 26, 
which demands: unanimous ratification by the 
Executive Council of any amendment to the 
Covenant. The Norwegian Minister proposed 
that a three-quarter majority of the Executive 
Council should be sufficient. This was stp- 
ported by Jonkheer van Louden. Lord Robert 
Cecil pointed out that it would be difficult 
to adort the suggestion. The Swiss delegate 
advanced the contention that the League of 
Nations should not interfere in the domestic 
affairs of States. 

Lord Robert Cecil agreed with the necessity 
for a stipulation to this effect, and M. Leon 
Bourgeois added that it could be explicitly 
formulated. :

Jonkheer van Loudon, in reply, thanked the 
League of Nations Commission on behalf of the 
neutral representatives for the welvome that 
h@l been extended to their delegates.

FRENCH PRESS AND THE 
DISPUTE. 

The Executive Council of ‘the Central Syrian 
Committee has decided, eays 4 Press Associa- 
tion telegram, dated Paris, Saturday, to ad- 
dress a protest to the Peace Conference regard- 
ing its decision to send an Inter-Allied Com- 
mission of Inquiry to Syria and Asia Minor. 
The protest expresses the painful surprise of the 
Syrian Committee, on hearing of its decision, 


European PoWers.”” ‘the protest requests the 
Conference to hasten the enforcement of 
France's mandate, and to put an end to Arab 
occupation, “which is dividing the country, and 
causing religious ferment.’’ The protest adds 
that the inquiry which has been ordered by the 
Peace Conference will be impracticable, and will 
throw no light upon problems which have been 
arbitrarily obscured. The document concludes 
by protesting to the Peace Conference against 
its “‘exceptional steps, condemning Syria to 
delay, which is fatal to her, and dangerous in 
its consequences to a good understanding among 
the Allies, from whom humanity and the smaller 
nations expect relief, and not aggravation of 
their jot.”’ 

“ Pertinax,”’ writing in Sunday’s Echo de 
Paris, criticises the sending of representatives 
of the League of Nations to inquire into the 
dispute in progress in Syria between Franco 
and Great Britain, and characterises this move 
as a dangerous precedent. He declares that the 
Syrian controversy began, not in London, or 
Paris, but on the spot, and between ofiicials 
representing the two Governments, and that 


spirit of opposition. He regrets that the prin- 
ciple of nationalities should be applied in these 
regions, as he feels that it can but intensify, or 
give rise to, disorder. He cites the example of 
Egypt, the situation in which he regards as dis- 
quieting, because any triumph of Pan-Arabism 
would’ affect France injuriously. French Islam, 
he continues, must prevail at Damascus, just as 
British Islém prevails, or will prevail at Cairo, 
Mecca, and Bagdad. “ Pertinax’’ goes on to 
say that he would have liked to see the two 
Governments discussing the problem together 
frankly and directly, as an agreement could 
have been easily reached in that way.

ORDER BEING RESTORED. 

Reuter’s Agency learns that, according to tele- 
grams from Egypt received up to Sunday even- 
ing, the situation has undoubtedly improved. 
Order is being gradually restored. At Lagazig, 
where there has been some looting of Greek 
shops, the fellaheen are going back to their 
ordinary work. The situation is still disturbed 
in the Delta. The Bedouins attacked a detach- 
ment of British troops in the Fagum, but were 
beaten off with some loss to themselves.

APPEAL TO THE PEACE 
CONFERENCE. 

A Reuter’s télegram from Paris on Sunday 
says:—A body describing itself the Asso- 
ciadon Egyptienne de Paris has forwarded to 
M. Clemenceau, as President of the Peace Con- 
ference, a letter signed by Said Pasha Baglul, 
as President of the Egyptian Deiegation, asking, 
on behalf of the latter, that the Conierence 
should hear and adjudge their claim for inde- 
pendence for Egypt as apart from atitonomy. 

The letter is accompanied by a memorandum 
and pamphlet giving an account of the events 
which led up to the deportation of Said Pasha 
Baglul and three others to Malta. The 
memorandum, which is dated Cairo, January 
95 bears sixteen signatures, including those of 
eight members of the Legislative Assembly. if 
mentions that at the beginning of the war some 
personalities offered to take part in the war 
on the side of Great Britain if Great Britain 
in return undertook to recognise the inde- 
pendence, of Egypt. This offer, says the 
memorandum, was refused, and the proclama- 
tion of a British Protectorate followed. There 
follows a description of the economic, social, and 
cultural condition of Egypt, based on statistics, 
which shows the country to be in a flourishing 
and progressive state, but gives no credit to 
British administration for the satisfactory re- 
sults attained, except in a chapter towards the 
end, where it is declared that British achieve- 
ment in Egvpt has been almost exclusively 
material, while, at the same time, it is ad- 
mitted that it has been characterised, on the 
one hand by the restoration of the finances of 
the country and the development, of its material 
resources, and, on the other, by the introduction

HIGH COMMISSIONER IN 
LONDON. 

Reuter’s Agency learn thai Reginald 
Wingate, High Commissioner for Egypt, was 
summoned to London by His Majesty's Govern- 
ment to advise on the Egyptian situation. 
Travelling with all speed, he reached London in 
ths middie of last month. On hearing of the 
new and troubled situation he at once expressed 
hig desire to return to his post, but it, is under- 
stood the authorities in London consider it essen- 
tial to have him at the present juncture having 
regard to his intimate knowledge of Egypt. Sir 
Reginald Wingate, who only arrived at his 
home in Scotland a few days ago, after an ab- 
sence of four and a half years, has been sum- 
moned to London, and is now conferring 
with the anthorities regarding the action to be 
taken in the present grave situation. There hag 
been no development of affairs in Egypt since 
the announcement of Friday, and all military 
precautions have been taken with a view to 
restoring law and order as soon as possible.

Edward Shortt, the then Chief Secretary for 
Ireland, of the third part, whereby 1t was 
agreed that, as a solution of the difficulties then 
existing in Belfast Jail, and for the purpose of 
ending a state of affairs that was so unpleasant, 
within a feasonable period the prisoners would 
be transferred to an internment camp. That 
acreement not having been carried out, and it 
having now been repudiated, and the position,of 
affairs with reference to the prisoners being now 
much worse than it was before. the date of the 
agreement, we are, at any rate, concerned for 
no other motive than that of common humanity, 
and respectfully request that the permiséion 
of your reverence would be given for the pur- 
pose of holding parochial meetings of national 
protest on Sunday, 23rd March, 1919, after last 
Mass, in gpder that the full facts of the situa- 
tion ma Ale placed before the Irish people as 
united protest against the continuation 
barbarous treatment of which 
we complain. We would point out to your 
reverence that, having regard to the ager 
condition of affairs in Ireland, whereby the 
channels that would in ordinary times convey 
news to our people are now closed and censored 
to such a degree that it has been during the 
last few weeks impossible to get any report 
into the papers regarding these prisoners; and, 
even the report of the Corporation meeting, 
held on the 10th instant, was so mutilated that 
we feel, viewing the responsibility of our posi- 
tion now, that we must reach the ear of our 
people directly in this great crisis. 

The reply received from the Chief Secretary 
by the Corporation on the 11th instant indicates 
that motives other than humane ones stimulated 
the deputation which waited upon the Under- 
Secretary the previous evening. We beg to assure 
your reverence that not one word was uttered 
at that interview that could, either directly 
or indirectly, be*tonstrued into the sense of 
suggesting threats to the Government, and that, 
therefore, the introduction of the word 
“reprisals” under the circumstances is abso- 
lutely false and vunjustifiable.—1 have the 
honour to be, yours faithfully,

The joint letter of Bishop MacRory and the 
Lord Mayor, addressed to the Chief Secretary, 
which has already been published, was also 
read by the rev. gentleman, who proposed the

We have listened with amazement to the system 
of equivocation resorted to by the two Chieí Secre- 
taries to deny the promises made to the Most Rev.

taries, or even Prime Ministers, to commit.

AMERICA AND THE MONROE

The newspapers, says a Press Association 
telegram, dated Paris, Sunday, report that the 
Swedish and Norwegian delegates were heard 
at yesterday’a plenary sitting of the League 
of Nations Commission.

HOUSING AND EDUCATION. 


A special meeting of the Belfast Corporation 
will be held toanorrow to consider the draft 
reports of the Housing and Education Commit- 
tees, and, in view of the great importance of 
— subjects, much interest is being taken in 
the meeting. 

The Committee which is in ting the 
housing question finds that 5,000 houses of 
different types and values are urgently required 
for the working classes, and recommends that 
1,500 of them should be provided as soon as it 1s 
possible to erect them. It attributes the dearth 
of houses largely to the provisions of Part 1. of 
the Finance Act, 1910, the duties of which had 
the effect of limiting land development and the 
erection of houses by private enterpriee. The 
effect of the Increase of Rent and Martgage 
Interest (War Restrictions) Act, 1915, was that 
owners of the class of property affected did not 

t a commensurate return on their capital. | 

Committee further points out that the 
Small Dwellings Acquisition Act proved of great 
advantage in Belfast previous to the imposition 
of the Treasury restrictions on the issue of loans 
under the Act, £65,000 having been advanced to 
purchasers, A vastly greater amount of good 
would accrue if the provisions of that Act were 
modified so as to give greater inducements and 


facilities to thrifty people who are anxious to | 


become owners of their houses. 
COMMITTEE’S SUGGESTIONS. 

Among the modifications. suggested by the 
Committee are an increase in the proportion of 
the cost of the house which the Corporation is 
at present authorised to agvance from 80 per 
cent. to 95 per cent.—in r words, intending 
purchasers under the scheme would only require 
to have Sper cent. of the purcliase money avail- 
able instead of 20 per cent.; an extension of the 
period of payment and permission to advance 
the full amount to persons. who undertook to 
pay it off in 25 years; also the raising of the 
imit of the value of the houses which would 
come within the scope of the Act. The’ Com- 
mittee is impressed with the fact that at present 
there is no inducement to private enterprise to 
build houses. Houses must be provided, but 
whether that should be done by the ! 
authority, private enterprise, or public utilit 
societies, or by all three combined, depends 
mainly es the financial facilities which might 
be offered by the Government. The Committee 
states that there is ample buildin rou 
within Belfast. to accommodate all the houses 
required. It recommends that only twelve or 
fourteen houses should be erected pér acre, and 
that each house should have a garden plot. The 
Committee expresses the opinion that, if the Cor- 
poration were empowered to borrow money, and 
advance loans at 2} or 3 per cent, to private 
parties, letting the State make good the loss in 
the rate of interest, houses such as those desired 
could be provided within twelve months.

MEETING OF DUBLIN COMMITTEE. 

Sir John Irwin, J.P., presided at the meeting of 
the Local Relief Committee heid’ in the Mansion 
House, Dublin, on Friday evening. There were 
also present :—Lady Russell, Mrs. Michael Cox, 
Mies E. O'Reilly, Sir Patrick Shorial), Rey.

The Secretary read the reporis of the Finance 
and General Purposes Committee and the Joint 
Works Committee, {rom which it appeared that a 
sum ef over £400 had been spent during the 
months of January and February in grants and 
relief wages in connection with the following relief 
agencies carried on under their auspices :—Farm 
Colony, Fairview; Farm ony, Killester: School of 
Market Gardening, Marino; Doli-making Work- 
rooms, Seville place Convent; Hand-knitting Work- 
rooms, Seville place Convent and Mount sireet; 
Machine-knitting Workrooms, Mount street: Power 
Machine Sewing Room, Parliament street. 

It was farther reported that the matters at issue 
between the Relief Committee and the Distrees 
Committee in reward to the payment of the Relief 
Commitiee’s administration expenses, and which 
formed the subject of an inquity by the Town 
Clerk. the City Treasurer, and the City Accountant, 
has been settied satisfactorily, the municipal officers 
having found that the money due to the Relief 
Committee for administration expenses should be 
discharged by the Distress Committee, and that the 
Estates and Finance Committee of the Corporation 
should be asked to supply them with the necessary 
funds to enable them to do so, both as regards the 
account now due and future claims as they arise. 

The Finance Committee reported that they had 
under consideration the buying out of the fee-simple 
of Killester Demesne for the purpose of providing 
increased employment in the cutting down of stand- 
ing timber, ernubbing up roots, road-making, 
levelling. etc.. and thev had submitted the surges- 
tion to the Local Government Board.
